surprised by the enemy, who finding them dis- 
mounted, and oct prepared, cut every man 
dawn ; that in consequence the commander-in- 
chief had attacked their advanced guerd with 
about 400 men, but that the result of the action 
was not known. On the day following several 
families came dowa from Caracas, with their 
truuks, bedding, &e. who stated thut the com- 
runication between the Spanish army and the 
capital was entirely cut off, the enemy having 
got in the rear of Morillo, and consequently be- 
tween him and Caracas. By two o'clock pm. 
it was said that the enemy was within a short 
distance From tte last city, consegsently every 
one began to pack up and prepare for embarka- 
tion, which was put into earcution during the 
afternoon and the whole of the cight, so that hy 
10 o’cloek of the 20th February most of the fa- 
milies were en board the different vessels in 
the road. The confusion was indeed very great, 
every one struggling to be taken on board tbe 
ficst. Great sunisof money were paid for bouts 
end laenches. At three o'clock p‚ m2. a procla- 
mation was published, advising the people to 
return to theìr homes, as there was not the least 
danger. An hour efterwards a dispatch from 
Caracas was made public, which stated that 
Morillo had defested and dispersed the ìn-ur- 
gents, who hed attacked him three times with 
2000 cavalry and 1500 infantry ; that after the 
tbird attempt having proved unswccessful, Ge- 


‘neral Marilio in his turn ordered his brave sol- 


diers to charge them with the bayonet, when 
they killed between 5 uad 6CO, made many pri- 
soners, and took a great mauy arms, ammuni- 
tions, $c. which news was received with every 
demonstration of joy, and the guns round the 
batteries were discharged. It took four days 
to get on shore ail Che property that had been 
emharked. 

What is remarkable on this oecasian, is, that 
even all the creole furmilies fled from those 
wham they fommerly conceived to be their 
protectors, which would seem to prove that 
they are by this time undeceived, and convinced 
of the truth that the legitimate Government, 
which at present protects them, will afford 
‘them secority, which they cannot expect from 


‘the sther party. 


It wus generally asserted that Morillo intend- 
ed to strike tbe decisive blow, for which such 
preparations were making, as would ensure 
him success. 

Daring the night nf the 19th and 20th « 
pretty severe shock of an earthquake was felt 
in Caracasand La Gusyra, but fortunately did 
no damage. 

A letter from Poerto Cubello, dated the 5th 
iastant, says—that General Bolivar was in Ca- 
labozo ; and that Paez, with 4000 men chiefly 





calvalry was with him. General Morillo was 


in Ortiz, near Villa de Cure, with the main 
part of his army under Morales and Lopez, 
amounting to about 4000, chiefly infantry. Ge- 
neral Calzada wes at Guarda Zinage, three 
leaguas from Calabozo, with 1000 cavalry and 
infentry. waiting the orders of Morillo to at- 
tack Bolivar, which was ezpected to take place 
every hour. 

The Spanish fleet left La Goayre with a con- 
voy of merchant vessels, which they necompany 
as far as 25 leágues to the northward of Porto 
Rico, after which they proceed to the mouth 
of the Oronoko.

Jan. 30 —The Buenos Ayrian brig Repu- 
blica, Commodore Lies, of 16 guns, and 1CO 
men, from Amelia Island, out 18 days, put 
into Port Royal yesterday afternoon, being 
short of water and leaky in her upper warks. 
At the period of the Republics's departure, 
Amelia Kstend was held by the United States 
forces, onder the command of Col. Bankhead 
and Commodore Herley. ‘Phe squadron onder 
Mons. Aury was to sail from Amelia Island 
for the coast of Mezico, the day after the Re- 

ublica. Three or four prizes sent into Ame- 
ia Island and Galveston by the squadron, had 
been tsken possession cf by one of the United 
States vessels, 

It was officially annooced previous to Com- 
modore Lies’ sailing, that the American Go- 
vernment had recognized the Minister who had 
recently arrived in the United States frora 
Buenos Ayres. 

Feb. 2— In order to encourage an increhse 
of the white papulation in the Island of Cuba, 
Ferdinand the Seventh issued a decree on the 
Zlst October last, directing certain privileges, 
&c. to be granted to emigrants to that colony. 
The following is the substance of it: 

It repeals all the laws prohibiting foreigners 
fram settling in Spanish America, and gives 
falt permission to all such to tertle in Cuba, on 
tbe following conditions:—t. That they pro- 
fees Che Carholic religicn; 2. ‘Take an osth 
of allegiance to his Catholic Majesty; and 3. 
Give proof that they porsess means cf subsis- 
tence, talent, industry, end good condect. 
Foreigners arriving in Cube, end performing 
these reqoisites, will have certain portions of 
land alloted in them gratuiteusiy; to be for 
ever free from taxes, and frr fifteen years 
exempt from the psyment ef tithes, a privilege 
nut enjoyed even by the native Spaniurds. Af- 
ter & reridence of five years, they will be, to 
sllintents and purposes, considered as Spanish, 
citizens. In cate of a war between Spuin and 
the Sovereigns whose subjects they may be, 
they may remain or withdraw at their own 
option ; with intire permission, in the latter 
cuse, to dispose «{ their property. In the con- 
elusion of the decree.his Majesty directs the 
Authorities cf Cubu and the Supreme Council 
of the Indier to inform him cf uny further 
measure which they may decm necessary for 
carrsìng his inteutions, in this respect, inte 
ezecution, nat enly with regerd to Cuba, but 
also Porto Rico und Saxto Domingo.

LONDON. 


December 1.—The Proclamation which ap- 

eared in the Gazette of Saturday night pro- 
Kibiting all assistance to the provinces of South 
America, has excited a strong sensation 
amongst the military adventurers, whose entec- 
prizes are thus suddenly condemned by law. 
Several officers in the above predicament mus- 
tered in the city on Monday, to take into con- 
sideratian the best means ta be pursued under 
existing circumstances. Many of these gen- 
tlemen are most uncomfortably situated, having 
fitted themselves out for the trans-Atlantic 
regions at a great erpence, which they were 
ensbled to do only by the assistance of their 
friends: added to this a number of them had 
taken and paid for their passage on board se- 
veral shipsin the river now on the point of 
sailing. If we may jadge by the last accounts 
fram the Havanna, the Proclamation will have 
appeared just in time to prevent our brethren 
preparing their departure at the different Is- 
Tands for the Spanish main from ezperiencing 
the keenest disappointment.— Star. 

T'he South American Leaders are designated 
in the Proclamation neither as a Government 
por as Insurgents. They ere described hy 
what may be called the mere fact of their situ- 
ations, as persons ezercising, or assuming to 
essrcise, the powers of Government. The con- 
tested territories, it may also be observed, are 
spoken of only by their geographical descrip- 
tion, with no political character annezed to 
them; and the struggle is not implied to be a 
just or unjust resistance to authority, but an 
unheppy “state of warfare.” 

Dec. 3.—A rumour ís afloat, end was men- 
tioned in a evening paper of yesterday, that the 
Dake of York is at the point of retiring from 
his office of Commander-in-Chief, and that the 
arrangements for that purpose are nearly Com- 
pleated. With the external evidence for this 
fact we are wholly unacquaainted: the extreme 
propriety of the measure induces us to believe 
that it must be contemplated. The further 
continuance of a Commander in Chief of the 
furces, when we are no longer at war, and when 
by law, and the established constitution of the 
realm, we have no right to maintain a standin 
army, should seem inezplicable. It has latterly 
become the business of the Commander-in- 
Chief to raise, organize, and marshal troops for 
the field: and therefore, when Europe, tran- 
quìllized, supplies no field for the display of 
their valoar, the office which should send them 
there becomes of course superfluous— There 
has some doubt also sprung up, we learn, whe- 
ther the Duke of York, being now the next in 
succession to the acting Sovereign, can consti- 
tutionally remain Commander-in.Chief. It is 
recollected, that when the Prince of Wales 
himself, on the threat of invasion in the year 
1803, demanded a higher statian in the army 
than that of Colonel of a regiment, his appli- 
cations were rejected on ascount ‘“ of his place 
in the state” The same station which his 
Royal Highness then held in relation to the 
King, it is contended,is now held by the Duke 
of York, in relation to the Regent;and there- 
fore the same course must be adopted, even 
were we at war. But in time of peace the of- 
fice is unnecessary altogether; no successor 
need be appointed. and the constitutional ques- 
tion may be avoided. For ourselves, we sin- 
cerely rejaice in any occurrence that reduces 
the expences of Government. — Times. 

Bec. 5.— Court Goltz, the Commissary-Ge- 
geral of War in the Netherlands, is said to be 
on tbe point of retiring from the Administra- 
tion —'T'he Count may hare offered to retire, 
but we cannot believe that the King either 
has accepted or will accept the offer. 

The condact of the Court, in the affair which 
produced, blamelessiy on his pert, the disa- 
greement between the King and the Prince, 
received the approbation of his Mojesty. It 
was his Majesty's measure, and ta suffer his 
Minister tv become the victim of it, would ar- 
gue a want of justice and of firmness, which we 
will not impute to him. Perhaps we do not 
think the Prince was weil advised in giving in 
his resignation, because his recommendation 
was net adopted. 

Dec. 8.—-At a late hour this morning we 
received a Flanders Mail, from which we give 
the following important eztracts ; 

«< Brussel, Dec. 2.—** All the donbts which 
still subsisted, respecting the retirement of his 
Royal Highness the Prince of Orange, from 
his military employment, have now ceared; it 
is no longer doubtful that the Prince has deman- 
ded his discharge, and that, by a Decree of his 
Majestv, of the 15th November, it has been ac- 
eepied.”’— Oracle, Dec. 8. 

Brussels, Dee. 3.—* When we announced 
the retirement-of his Royat Highness the 
Prince of Orange, from all his military employ: 





ments, it woald have been more agreeable to 
us to be able to douht of what seemed to be 
yet only a dublic rumour, but we were unhap- 
ily too well informed to have the consolation 
of boubt ; and it was unjustly the same persons 
seemed to blame us, for having alarmed the 
public by a piece ot news so liable to doubt. 

« On the 20th of last month it was officially 
notified at the Hague to the Ministers and 
Heads of Departments, according to the tenor 
of the decree; and the Mercury of Antwerp, 
ioforms us to-day, that ‘by an Order of the 
Day, dated the 30th of November, it has been 
signified to tha troops stationed in the Fourth 
Military Division (chief town Antwerp), that 
his Mujesty, by an Ordinance of the 15th of 
the same month, has granted to his Royal 
Highness the Hereditary Prince, the discharge 
from all his military employments, which the 
Prince had solicited.” 

‘ ‘Phe removal of the Hereditary Prince 
from the general adminiatartion of che War 
Department, with which he has become so 
well acquainted from his earliest yoath, and 
his quitting the command of the troops, who 
adored him, have filled with grief all hearts in 
the Netherlands. There ís notany persen who 
does not wish that this removal may not be of 
tong duration, and we doubt not but that these 
wishes will be attended to, for on this occasion, 
the well-know axiom may be justly applied 
Vos Populi, Vos Dei” —

Lieut.-General Cagigal is appointed Captain 
General af Venezuela, vice General Montalvo, 
who has lony held that command. 

Dec. 9. —The Princess of Wales’s apartments 
in Kensington Palace are getting ready for 
her Royal Highness’s reception. 

Dec. 10.— The Ghent Joernal, adverting to 
the unfavourable and unsettled state of the 
Datch Cotonies in the Eust, observes as fcl- 
lows :—** This unfortanate circumstance makes 
us all sensible of the perfidy of the precaution 
of England, which, by depriving us of the Cape 
has not left us any point to touch at between 
this kingdom and the Sunda Islands. ‘The 
possession of this colony in Africa would enable 
us to send speedy succour to the Bast Indies; 
but our generous protectors have left us only 
what they can easily take back from us when- 
ever they please, because they have placed us 
in a situation in which it is impossible to de- 
fend them.” 

Dec. 15.— Loss of the Indian Transport — 
The Captain of the Malvina, from Norway for 
Trieste, which vessel has arrived at Plymouth, 
reports, that the Indian transport, of London, 
with troops on board, was lost about 50 mites 
on thìs side of Ushant, and all on board perish- 
ed.—'Fhe Indian, Davidson, sailed from Ports- 
mouth on the 29th ult. for St. Thomas's, with 
170 yaung men, volunteers, on board, who were 
induced to accept commissions in tbe Insur- 
gent forces. 

A letter from Calais, dated the 26th ult. 
states, thata few davs go, a party of British 
dragoons, within a few miles of Calais, having 
occasion to return to their former cantonments, 
were refused admittance: when a fracas took 
place, in which two soldiers were killed and 
eleven woaunded. The affair had occesioned 
much conversation in the oeigbbourhood ; and 
the circumstances attending the quarrel were 
expected to form the subject of an immediate 
investigation. 

The Russians belonging to the ship taken 
near Lisbon, who, after rising on the prize- 
master and his hands, and throwing them into 
the sea, were again Captured and carried to 
Algiers, are there obliged to work in the Ma- 
rine, with wretched diet, and are treated ez- 
actly alike slaves, except that they are not in 
chains. One thousand piasters per man are 
demanded as their ransom. 

Dec. 19 —T'he Hon. J. Rush, Minister for 
the United States, arrived at Portsmouth on 
Tuesday, and is excepted in town this day. 
His Excelleney, with his family and suit, came 
over in the American ship of war, Franklin, of 
74 guns, the first of that class that has been 
seen in a Britisb port, bearing the broad pen- 
dent of Commodare Stuart, and commanded 
by captain Ballard, ‘This ship is allowed to 
be the finest vessel of ker class ever built in 
America. Herburden is 2500 tons. She will 
proceed in a few days for the Mediterranean, 
to join the American squadron in that sea, 

It was some time ago alledged, that Spain 
had agreed to the mediation of the Eire Great 


Powers between herself and Portugal, and now 
it is said, she has agreed toa like mediation 
between herself and the South American pro- 
vinces—but she insisted that the inediation 
shauld be carried on at Madrid. It certain!y 
was not intelligible to the world, what direct 
iaterest Russia, Austria, or Prussia could have 
in these disputes? England was clearly most 
intimately connected with them— England 
therefore demanded that the negociation should 
be carried on in London, bat this was objected 
to; and at length she has given her consent to 
the mediation abroad, with an express proviso 
that che Congress should uot be held at Me- 
drid, since that of itself would bea virtual 
acknowledgment of the supremacy of Spain. 
After long and warm litigation, we understand 
that Spaio, in consequence of the late extraor- 
dinary success of the Independents, has agreed 
that the negotiation is to be carried on in France, 
and the matter has advanced sofar that the 
claims of the province of Venezuela will most 
probably be taken as the basis of the negotia- 
tion, vig. : 

‘That the supremacy of Spain shall be ac- 
knowiledged on the following conditions :— 

L, The establishment of Provincial Assem- 
blies on a fair and just representation of the 
inhavitunts of each district. 

2. T'hat a large proportion of South Amerf- 
Can natives shall have admission to pluces of 
trust and authority. 

3. That they shall have the sole right of 
tazing themselves. 

4. That they shall have a free trade with all 
the warld ; and 

5. ‘That there shall be no restaint on any 
species of cultivaticn or industry, or of import 
and ezport, but such as their own Assemblies 
shail impose, 

Such is said to be the basis which has bees 
proposed by the pravince of Venezuela.

Wihereas there unliapptly subsists a state of 
warfare between his Catholic Majesty and 
divers Provinces or ports of Provinces in Spa- 
nish America! and whereas it has been re- 
presented to us, that asany of our sebjects 
have, without our leave vr license enlisted, or 
entered themselves te serve in the military 
forces or ships of war raised ar set forth or 
intended to be raised or set forth by the per- 
sons exercising or assuming to exercise the 

owers of Government in such Provinces or 
parts of Provinces, and that divers others of 
our subjects are about in like manner to enter 
and enlist themselves: a od whereas such prac- 
tices ere highly prejudici:sl to and tend to en- 
danger tbe peace and vrelfare of our Crown 
and Dominions, we do therefore hereby, by 
and with the advice of cur. Privy Council, 
strictly charge and comnrand all and every our 
natural born suhjects, of what degree or que- 
lity soever, not to serre in any such military 
forces or ships of war as aforesaid, and not to 
enlist or enter themselves to serve therein, and 
not to go beyand the seas, or embark, in order 
to serve, or with inteot to enter, or enlist 
themselves to serve in such military forces or 
ships of war: and it is at the same time our 
Royal will and pleasure, and we do, by and 
with the advice aforesaid, hereby alsa strictiv 
charge and command all and every of our said 
sutjects not to serve, or enlist or enter them- 
selves to serve in any of the military forces or 
ships of war raised or set forth, or to be raised 
or set forth, by his Catholic Majesty, ard not 
to go beyond the seas, or embark, in order or 
to the intent to serve, or enter, or enlist them- 
selves to serve in such military forces, or ships 
of war: it is nevertheless Our Royal will and 
piessure, that nothing herein contained shail 
be deemed or taken to prohibit any of our 
subjects who are engaged at the time of the 
date of this our Proclamation, in serving in 
the military forces of his Catholic Majesty, 
with our leave or license, from continuing to 
serve therein, provided that such our said 
subjects do not serve with the military forces 
of his Catholic Majesty, when employed in 
Spanish America,
